In the days since Benjamin Franklin's experiments scientists have 
discovered th at lightning is preceded by a pilot flash from the clouds 
which serves to clear away resistance for the m ajor discharge which is 
the one we see as it travels from earth to sky. This process is repeated 
until the electricity in that particular area is expended. 
A flash comes 
and goes in the fifty millionth of a second and engineers have esti­ 
mated the value of electricity expended in each at about twenty cents.
